A m ost interesting and profitable 
m eeting-of the Music Section was held 
yesterday afternoon at the Interm edi­ 
ate High School, where a large num ber 
of the Ebell m em bers listened lo an in­ 
spiring talk on Public School Music by 
Mrs. G rtrude B. Parsons, head of the 
Polytechnic High School 
of 
Los An­ 
geles, accompanied by a dem onstration 
of school music and methods given by 
Prof. G arstang and a class of seventh 
grade pupils. 
The class was the 
regular 
three 
o’clock class and the lesson the regu­ 
lar lesson usually 
employed, 
which 
gave the listeners a correct idea of the 
work. The drill in concert in tim e and 
tone pitch was excellent. 
The ability of each member of the 
class to sing, alone, notes pointed out 
at random and the joy and vim with 
which they sang their songs at the 
conclusion of their 
exercises 
spoke 
much for the efficiency of their instruc­ 
tor, Prof. G arstang. 
After the dism is­ 
sal of the children Mrs. Parsons, in­ 
structor of music in the Poly High of 
Los Angeles, a woman 
of 
charm ing 
personality and of rare ability as a 
speaker, told of the rise and advance 
of music as a serious study in the pub­ 
lic schools. 
The first difficulty encountered and 
one which has not yet been fully over­ 
come, is the scarcity of trained teach­ 
ers and the inefficiency of many who 
attem pt to teach. 
The first norm al training school for 
music teachers in the United States 
was that conducted 
by 
Miss ->ulia 
Crane of Potsdam , N. Y., and has been 
in existence about thirty-five years. 
This is still considered the best train ­ 
ing school but as* it is a small school 
iii a sm all place is not available for 
the m any applicants. 
For many years the only other place 
to obtain this necessary training was 
at sum m er schools conducted by differ­ 
ent publishing houses, for the m ani­ 
fest purpose of increasing the sale of 
their music books, 
each 
publishing 
house claim ing to conduct the best and 
only reliable sum m er school, etc. 
However, the love of music 
is in­ 
born and a way for its study and enjoy­ 
m ent will be sought and found. 
G reat strides have been made in the 
last ten years and m ost normal schools 
now include a course of music in their 
curriculum 
for 
the 
preparation of 
teachers. 
Mrs. Parson’s idea is, and 
she m ade it convincing to all, th at the 
study of m usic should begin in tile 
kindergarten and continue through the 
grades, higli school and 
university.. 
She also spoke of the lam entable lack 
of good school music, much of it be­ 
ing Unsuitable and m anufactured to 
sell instead of to sing. 
Specially trained musicians should 
be employed to teach 
this study as 
every teacher weilds a wonderful and 
profound pow er through her art. 
The speaker, through her enthusi­ 
asm and vivid portrayal of the need of 
all schools for more and better music, 
created a desire and inspiration in the 
heart of each of her audience to go 
home and sta rt som ething at once.
